The  work  of  the  Longton  Hospital  Linen  Guild 
still  continues,  and  the  benefit  derived  therefrom  is 
much  appreciated  by  the  Board,  who  wish  to  tender 
to  the  ladies  their  sincerest  thanks  for  the  work  which 
so  materially  assists  in  keeping  down  the  expenditure 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  amount  received  from  the  Longton  Hospital 
Saturday  Committee  again  shows  an  appreciable 
increase,  and  the  Board  are  deeply  grateful  to  the 
Officers  and  Committee  of  this  organisation,  and  to 
the  very  active  workers  connected  therewith  for  their 
generous  efforts.
